FROM SEALING SHIP 


Steamer Southern Cross Caught in Ice 


Floe and Fifty of Crew of 170 Die 


From-Exposure—Many 


More Missing.

St. Johns; Newfoundland, April 2.— 


The S. S. Newfoundland caine into' 
port today with a story of disaster to 
che sealing steamer Southern Cross 
and her crew of 170 men. 


The exact loss of life is not known, 


but it is believed that practically the 
entire crew perished after the South- 
ern Cross had been crushed and sunk 
in the ice off Cape Race. 


The Newfoundland picked up fifty 


of the crewi the greater number al- 
ready dead, and others dying from the 
passing ice floes to which they es- 
caped when their craft went' down.

FAIL ON QUESTIONS 


RELATING TO STATE 


PROSPECTIVE 
RURAL TEACHERS 


LACK PRACTICAL KNOWLEDGE 


OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


INDICATES WEAKNESS 


Need More Emphasis in Schools on 


Conduct of State Affairs Shown 


by Recent 
Examinations. 


Very few if any of the young worn 
en seniors in high 
schools 
of the 
county who are planning to teach in 
the rural schools were able to name 
four governors of Wisconsin in an, 
swering one of the American history 
questions in the teachers' examination 
which was conducted by County Su 
perintenclent O. D. Antisdel at 
the 
court house recently. The majority 
o£ the students could name no more 
than two, McGovefn and La Follette 
being the favorites 
with Davidson 
mentioned now and then.- One girl 
named "Mr. Stevenson," while another 
attempted a rash guess and put down 
"Green." 
It was surprising , the number p£ 
girls who could not give the year in 
which Wisconsin was admitted as a 
state. 
Several guestfed as early a: 


1S40, 
while others came nearer to the 
correct time, ranging from 1S50 to 
1S54 
in their conjectures. 
The 
striking 
tiling in connection 
witii the examinations on American 
history and civil government was tlie 
fact that the 
prospective 
teachers 
showed a far 
better 
acquaintance 
with historical events of an earlier 
period than with present day.matters, 
even those pertaining to Wisconsin, 
and were much better prepared on 
questions of government in the United 
States than on the simplest questions 
relating to local government in city, 
state, township and school district. 
"It has always been my contention," 
said Superintendent Antisflel, in dis- 
cussing this situation,-"that tlie young 
women who go out from our schools 
to teach in the 
country 
should be 
thoroughly familiar with the methods 
of conducting local affairs, 
such as 
school meetings, town meetings, elec- 
tions and such 
things 
of common 
knowledge with regard to the state as 
can be readily learned from the most 
cursory 
reading ot newspapers. 
I 
have aimed to include in teachers' 
examination questions some practical 
inquiries on these matters. It is sur- 
prising how many .girls fail utterly to 
answer them." 
To the question, "When is the town 
meeting held?" one ventured that it 
was on the first 
Tuesday after the 


first Monday in November, while sev- 
eral others got nearer the mark by 
making it. April instead of November. 
Another 
part 
of the same question 
asked for the names of the officers 
elected at that 
time. 
One young 
woman included in her list mayor, 
sheriff and counci,rmen, secretary of 
public education -and Board 'of -con- 
;rol, whatever was. meant by the last 
named. 
Another answer read: "At 
Jie town meeting constable and com- 
missioners of roads, fences and the 
like are elected." 
in giving a. list of five facts about 
the growth of Wisco'nsih one student 
made plain that the voluminous dis- 
cussion in regard to high taxes and 
extravagant state government had not 
been in vain^ .'..She .wrote: "Our.cities 
are developing in many ways, politi- 
cally as well as socially. There is 
always being something started to 
better 
government. Our state has 
many commissions which look after 
the welfare of certain things such as 
railroads, schools, taxes, etc." 
Most of the students had a more 
or less definite idea concerning the in- 
come tax and the teachers' pension 
law, 
but nearly all of them were un- 
able to put their 
ideas 
in concise 
statement. None of them was certain 
on details with reference to either of 
the measures. One wrote that the in- 
come tax "is a tax levied on people 
who have an income above their ex- 
penses." 
There were a large number who 
were unaware of tlie fact that the 
United States constitution has been 
amended so that United States sena- 
tors will henceforth be elected by the 
electors instead of the state legisla- 
tures. 
One paper carried the infor- 
nation 
that 
there are twenty-five 
members of the United States supreme 
court, and another student, showing 
wonderful knowledge of contemporary 
public men, said Bryan "is the man 
who has run for the presidency so 
many times without election." 
According to Mr. Antisdel the lack 


of information and understanding of 
some of these 
elemental and com- 
paratively simple matters of govern- 
ment and history, all intensely prac- 
tical, is not confined to any One year 
or any one group of high school stu- 
dents. 
The same mistakes are re- 
peated year after year. It is true that 
these mistakes are the more flagrant 
am'ong those -who 
have 
not taken 
teachers' examinations, and a marked 
improvement is shown when the stu- 
dents write a second time for a cer- 
tificate. 
But more than any other 


•ubject there were failures in civics, 
and especially the portion, relating to 
state civics. The questions on Wis- 
consin government are given below.

This and other rules governing the 
sanitary and safe conditions of hotels 
and restaurants in Wisconsin will be 
adopted at 'a special meeting of the 
state board of health on April 6. ,A1 
the same time, the board will adopi 
a state plumbing code, and rules anc 
regulations for the construction and 
operation of slaughterhouses. Upon 
their adoption and official publication 
they will have the effect of law. 
Finger Bowls Stay. , 
Finger bowls, 
the 
prohibition - of 
which was considered, will be allow- 
ed, but they must be "washed, kept 
clean, and filled with fresh, pure 
water for each guest." 
The tentative rules governing ho- 
tels embrace the following subjects: 
Construction, water and 
sewer sys- 
tems, sewers not accessible, kitchen, 
garbage, foods, dining 
room, sleep- 
ing accommodations, bedding, commu- 
nicable 
diseases, 
sample 
rooms, 
sweeping, cleanliness and screens. 
Clean, well lighted, heated and ven- 
tilated dining rooms- are 
required. 
Table cloths must be kept clean. Nap- 
pins when provided must be newly 
washed and laundered for each guest. 
All dishes, silverware, 
glasses 
and 
other dining room utensils must be 
thoroughly cleaned before being used 
by any individual. 
Detailed requirements concerning 


bedding are 
included. Within, six 
months- after the adoption of the rules. 
th'e top sheet must be not less than 
eight feet long, after being laundered. 
Worn out or unfit bedding must be 
discarded. Pillow slips and sheets 
must be washed and ironed as often 
as assigned to each guest. Rugs are 
recommended 
for use in sleeping 
rooms in place of carpets. 
Must Protect Food. 
Rule 6, relating to foods, requires 
.hat all places 
where food 
is kept 
must be mouse and 
rat proof, and 


,ie properly screened 
against 
flies, 
cockroaches and- other vermin. Kitch- 
ens muse be kept clean and sanitary, 
cind no live f.owlr. may be housed'in 
ahy basement or any room in hotels 
or restaurants. . 
The water and sewer systems and 
nlumbing are to be installed accord- 
ing to rules of the state plumbing 
code, and the state building code 
must be followed in the construction 
rind alteration of hotels and restaur- 
ants.

ulaces is made at the expense of the 
owners, who pay a license fee of $2 a 
year.
